In justice both to the jadgtts and the 
public, a Court of Appeal Bhould be 
created with the least poesible delay. 
It is juBt possible that the existence ol 
such a court might lead to vexatious 
litigation in some cases ; but open tbo 
•wbolo, it woald be the most BOtiBfaclory 
•way of avoiding the feelings that 
have been' strongly oxprot^Bod from 
time to time on the subject of our 
judiciary. The anomaloua cbaraotor of 
the jurisdiction as defined for the Main- 
land ond the Island has been also pro- 
dactivo of the most uupleaHant consen 
quences, involving heavy expense and 
great trouble to suitors, who have no 
recourse from the judgmentu of oitlior 
of the judges in the event of possible 
grierance. We are quite convinced 
that onr present judges are most care- 
ful in weighing the ovidenoo in every 
case that comes before them, but it oc- 
casionally happens that evidence only 
obtainable after a judgment has been 
rendered would do much to change the 
result of a case cn appeal, whioli liti- 
gonls are disinclined to attempt wLun 
the case has to come before the same 
judge a second time. The evil is bo- 
coming more glaringly palpable at every 
sitting of the Supremo Court, ami we 
thinli a decided eilort should bo luude, 
when Governor Musgravo arrives, to 
have the vexed question settled by tbi- 
formation of a Court of Appeal. 

Thx Govern oroQ-eneral of Canada, or 
the lltb Jane, transmitted to the House 
of Commons a report made by the Ca- 
nadian (Relegates to London, of cirres- 
pondence had by them with Her Ala- 
jesty's Secretary of State for tbo colo- 
nies on the following,' snbjfcis : 1st.

The iuf jrmalion of Ibo compluiu- 
ing wiUiess, Mr McMillan, was ogaiu 
read aud declared to bo Hue. 

Witness, cross-examined by .Mr. K ob- 
ertson,— Twelve days elapsed between 
the time of my receiving the letter aud 
laying the complaint against liarnurd ; 1 
had had a disagreement witb biso, be- 
causo be seized my papers ; 1 put iheni 
ou board ihe Enterprise; the postage 
was not paid upon them j the disagree- 
tneut with Barnard led to ihoso proceed- 
iugd ; 1 wrote Barnard a .letter telliu« 
biin tLiat uuletii he settled with me 1 
would commence proceediiij^d uguiiiijt hiui; 
1 then coutoiuplaled a C-'ouuty (Jouri 
suit; I iuteuded to luoover the value of 
my papers and luld him that .1 wouKi 
test hid right to seize papers in truusit 
through linli^b (Julumbia ; i bivvo had 
a QOnversaliou with other parties with 
rofe.euce to theso procoodings.

ceeding Two Uundrod uud Filty Doliara; ev- 
ery such penalty may bo recovered upon 
conviciioa before any Joatico ul the Peace or 
other .Mugiutrato in the Colony, in a nomnaBry 
munuer, and in oaeli «ueh ease the inloriner 
shall be euliilod lo receive ball the ponulty 
recovered, the remainder shall be paid to uie 
DBS of Her Mttjesiy, her heirs aud duceesi-ors, 
and be acoouotad lor as part ol the Kovonue.
